GUTHRIE HAS 
TAKEN OFF HIS 
PARTY COAT 


"And I Intend to Keep It Of 
Till After the

GUELPH, Ont., Oct. 2.—''People tell 
me 1 have turned my political coat,” 
declared Hugh Guthrie, M. P., address- 
ing a big meeting of citizens at the 
Guelph city hall tonight oe have 
not turned my political coat--l have 
taken it off altogether and T intend to 
to keep it off until after the war.” 

Mr. Guthrie concluded his address 
by reading a statement as to his posi- 
tion. He had not changed his Liberal 
principles, but believed in the forma- 
tion of a union and a national govern- 
ment, either before or after the com- 
ing general election, and if he was 
elected and such a government was 
formed he was prepared to give it his 
hearty and whole-souled support.” 

Deseribing the original negotiations 
between Sir Robert Borden and Sir 
Wiltrid Laurier for coalition, Mr. 
Ciuthrie said he believed the premier 
was wrong in not proposing union at 
the beginning of the war, 

““T do not defend him for that; the 
blame must rest upon his shoulders, 


but we cannot stop to review the mis- ! 


takes of the past. We must take the 
situation as we find it. I think Sir 
Wilfrid by accepting the premier's of- 
fer, even if belated, would have done 
the noblest, patriotic thing, which 
would have been well tor his own par- 
ty and the people of Canada.” 

Following Premier Borden's” an- 
nouncement of conscription as a gov- 
ernment policy there had been “two 
or three Liberal caucuses,’ and at ev- 
ery one of them, Mr. Guthrie sa‘d, he 
had maintained his stand in favor of 
it. “The way was made easy for me,” 
Mr. Guthrie proceeded, “by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier himself. He met me in the 
corridor and said to me: 

‘*Vote as your heart and conscience 
dictate and you will vote right. Do 
your duty.’ IT respected him more 
than ever 

“If the Liberal party is brought back 
to power dominated by a majority of 
Wrench Canadians,” exclaimed = Mr. 
Guthrie, ‘that act would be repealed, 
and the course would eventually lead 
to the abundonment of the Canadian 
position In France and Flanders. Was 
it right to vote as T did?”

famous German airman, Lieutenant 


Vosse, who was recently reported in a 
German official communication as 
missing, has been found within the 


| British lines, and British airmen have 
jalready dropped messages behind the 


German front giving notification of his 
death, 

Vosse was killed September 23 while 
engaged in a spectacular combat with 
a British airman. He died fighting de- 
terminedly and magnificently. It is a 
peculfir coincidence that the famous 
French airman, Capt. Guynemer, lost 
his life about the same time in a battle 
over the enemy territory and was re- 
ported missing until the Germans 
found and identified his body The 
opponent of Vosse is one of the most 
brilliant British aviators, who for the 
purposes of this narrative may be re- 
ferred to as Brown—that not being his 
real name, Here is the story: 

Vosse Pilots Triplane 

“A number of British airplanes were 
patrolling on the 23rd, flying at a 
height of 7,000 feet, when one of them 
was attacked by a German red-nosed 
albatross and a triplane It appeared 
later that Vosse was the pilot of the 
triplane. Two other planes rushed up 
and engaged these two, with a third 
enemy scout who appeared on the 


seene, About eleven other enemy air- 


planes were waiting at a distance to 
join in the fray, but did not attack, 
as some ten British planes were circl 
ing about keeping them off. The third 
enemy scout, who had joined in the 
combat, vanished, but the albatross 
and the triplane fought in wonderful 
form. Brown singled out the tri- 
plane and a hard fight ensued, Brown 
got in a number of good bursts from 
his machine gun, and several times 
had to change drums on the gun, s0 
furiously was he firing. 
Circled, Dived, Manoeuvred 

For a long time the two circled, 
dived and manoeuvered for position, 
and so close were they at times that 
only afew inches separated their 
wings Eventually Brown got a little 
above Vosse and made for the triplane, 
the British airman working his ma- 
chine gun steadily all the time. 

Vosse passed Brown's right wing by 
inches and dived. The British airman 
wheeled into position and observed 
the German gliding westward with his 
engine shut off He dived again and 
got a good shot at his opponent, then 
followed this with a heavy burst from 
his gun, and Vosse did a slight right 
hand turn and continued to go down 


until he disappeared 


Didn't Know His Opponent 

This ended the adventure, Brown 
flew away, not knowing who his op- 
ponent had been or what had become 
of him, Later the shattered machine 
was found and the body identified 

There has been much hard fighting 
in the air recently and the aviators 
have had some remarkable experi- 


ences, 


One British lieutenant flying last 
Wednesday had just forced the enemy 
to pull down a big balloon when he 
was engaged by machine guns from 
the ground He dived on the gunners 


and fired more than a hundred rounds

D. E., the 
Women's Civic Club, the Men's Cana- 
dian Club and the Women’s Canadian 
Club, the Trades and Labor Council, 
the Women’s Press Club, the Next of 
Kin Association and others.

Objects Explained 
J. H. Lamb, president of the Al- 


berta Union of Municipalities, repre- 
senting the provincial committee, stat 
ed the objects for which the meeting 
had been called. He said that it was 
not so much a question of economy as 
a question of the substitution of foods 

The general ends to be accomplished 
were: To have available as large a 
quantity as possible of suitable foods 
for the allied armies; for the civilian 
population of Great Britain and the 
allies, and, reasonable prices, for the 
civilian population of Canada, 

The means through which these 
general ends may be _ accomplished 
are: Increase in the Production of 
foods; elimination of waste in the 
handling and use of foods; shifting of 
the consumption, in part, from foods 


needed for the armies and civilian 
populations of Great Britain and the 
allies, chiefly wheat and flour, beef 


and bacon. 

Some of the methods to be employed 
are: Information to be collected, ar- 
ranged and disseminated; recommen- 
dations tu be made; campaign of pub- 
licity and education to be conducted. 

Committee Organizes 

The meeting's first act was to con- 
constitute itself as an advisory com- 
mittee, subordinate to the provincial 
Orgainzation in due fori. 

It was agreed that the varlous or- 
ganizations represented by the ladies 
and gentlemen present should be ask- 
ed to urge thelr members to subscribe 
to the food pledge and to assist In dis- 
tributing it among the women of the 
city. This committee will supply 
speakers for educational purposes, if 
requested. 

It was unanimously agreed that it 
was essential to carry on the work of 
education through the press and by 
the co-operation of the men's and wo- 
men's societies throughout the city. 

To Distribute Cards 
It was also decided to ask the Lo- 


cal Council of Women to undertake 
the distribution of the food pledge 
cards,

FOUND TOO HIGH

Mayor Henry is Starting an In- 
vestigation—-Where Does the 
Money Go? 


Mayor Henry is taking up the mat- 
ter of the cost of operation of the city 
libraries, as according to comparative 
figures supplied by the city controller, 
the cost at Edmonton is too high. 

In 1916 the gross expenditure on the 
jcity libraries was $31,158, which was 
| $4,540 more than Vancouver spent on 
{her libraries and $14,905 more than 
Calgary. 

Edmonton received a grant of $34,- 
| 698 from the city last year, The cir- 
culation of books for the year totalled 
260,000, 

Vancouver's expenditure for 1916 
was $26,648, and the eity made a 
grant of a similar amount. The circula- 
tion totalled 864,474, somewhat larger 
than Edmonton 

Regina spent $18,807, and a grant of 
| $20,496 was made by the city. The elr- 
| culation was 94,678 for the year.

This is a subject which has received 
} much attention from scientists in re- 
cent years, Fossils discovered in South 
Dakota indicate that in the Eocene 
Age (not less than half a million years 
ago) horses of that time were about 
the size of a small donkey and had 
five toes on each foot and teeth very 
much like those of monkeys. Later 
fossils show a a progressive increase 
in the size of the animal, its dentition

ing from the recent Pliestocene, these 
side toes have almost disappeared, but 
are still evidenced by the vestigial 
cartilages occurring above and behind 
the ankle joint as small horny knobs 
or projections. That some such pro- 
cess of development has taken place 
in the case of the cow 
by ‘the presence of these vestiges of 
toes in the cow also. As to where and 
how they originated in the first place 
it ean only be said that mammals de- 
veloped, in the later Cretaceous, for 
reptiles, The presence of the eplit 
hoof in the cow is attributed princi- 
pally to early habitat. Living (prob- 
ably) in swampy, bogey forests, the 
aplit hoof tended to develop in order 


to give a firmer footing on soft 
ground, while the hofse, “a swifter, 
more active animal, found its early 


habitat on plains, where it tended to 
develop a hoof which could = stand 
| more wear.

Fred Clarke, ex-Pirate Chief, 45 Years Old Today 
Captain Kidd was a bold, mad buccaneer, and terrible tales are 
told of Captain Morgan and his doings on the Spanish Main, wher- 
ever that is, but these two characters were tame compared to Cap- 
tain Frederick C. Clarke, once the gifted leader of the Pittsburg 
Pirates. His buccaneering days are over and he is raising things 
on a farm in Kaneas, with as much effect as he used to raise some- 
thing else when he led the Smoky City players to victory on the 
diamond. Mr. (we'll have to call him Mister now) Clarke will to- 
day celebrate his forty-fifth birthday amid the spuds and celery and 
pigs and cows in Kansas. He was born October 3, 1872, in Madison 
county, Iowa, and waa active in baseball for over twenty-five yoars, 
first as player and then as marhger. Back in 1892, a youn 
of twenty, ho graduated from the back lots and donned a uniform 
for the Hastings team of the Nebraska state league. Later in the 
same year he went to St. Joseph, Mo., where he played independent 
ball with such success as to win a place in the Memphis club of the 
Southern league in 1893. Louisville, which was then in the Na. 
tional league, got him in 1894, when he made his big league debut. 
He remained with the Colonels for six years, and in 1900 went to 
Pittsburg as manager, playing outfield positions, as he had done 
ever since his entry into professional ball. The very next year 
Clarke brought home the bacon, and National league pennant 
floated from the Pittsburg flagstaff for the first time. Clarke re- 
peated in 1902, and in the following year brought the third con- 
secutive pennant to the Smoky City. For five years after that Pitts- 
burg was flagless, but in 1909 his efforts were again crowned with 
success. In 1911, his last year as a player, Clarke took part in 
101 games and finished the season with a batting average of .324, 
which is hardly what would be called bad for an old man of thirty- 
nine, While still at the zenith of his career he decided to emulate 
John McGraw of the Giants and become a bench manager. In this 
capacity he continued until 1915, when he quit the game for good 
in 1915. Fred Clarke may have left baseball behind him, but the 
fans, especially the Pittsburg fane, won't forget him in a hurry.
